late  spring  upon  crop  production  in  the  southern  and  eastern  bTATES 
AND  THE   LARGER   MARKETINGS    OF  GRAINS   AND  LIVESTOCK  FROM  THE  ^ORTHERN 

Great  Plains  States.  In  most  of  the  remaining  States  farm  income  in- 
creased FROM  5  TO  15  percent,  LARGELY  AS  A  RESULT  OF  THE  8  PERCENT  IN- 
CREASE   IN  THE    LEVEL   OF   FARM  PRICES.

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  July  amounted 
to  703  million  dollars,  compared  with  641  million  dollars  in  July  1939  and  587 
million  dollars  in  June  1940.    The  increase  in  farm  incom.e  from  June  to  July 
•was  slightly  more  than  usual  for  this  period.     Income  from  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  and  from  grains  increased  more  than  seasonally  from  June  to 
July,  but  income  from  m_ost  other  crops  was  lo^TOr  after  correction  for  seasonal 
changes . 

Farm  marketings  of  grains  increased  sharply  after  the  late  start  in 
June,  and  total  income  from  grains  was  higher  than  in  July  last  year.    The  ad- 
vance in  prices  of  m.eat  animals  was  accom.panied  by  larger  marketings,  and  cash  ^ 
income  increased  sharply  from  June  to  July,    Dairy  production  in  July  Vira.s  re- 
stricted somewhat  by  the  decline  in  pasture  conditions,  but  with  the  advance 
in  prices  farm  incom.e  declined  slightly  less  than  usual.     Income  from  poultry 
and  eggs  increased  seasonally  from  June  to  July,  but  in  July  was  slightly  lower 
than  a  year  earlier,    Governm-ent  payments  in  July  totaled  35  m.illion  dollars, 
compared  v.i.th  36  million  dollars  in  July  last  year  and  were  10  million  dollars 
m.ore  than  in  June  1940. 

For  the  first  7  months  of  1940  cash  farm  income  including  Government 
pajTTients  was  354  million  dollars  (about  8  percent)  higher  thon  a  yoar  earlier. 
The  total  war  4,52'^  mJ.llion  dollars,  compa?-ed  with  ^.,1^6  '.i-'lli..vi  d^^  ing  the 
first  7  months  of  1930,     Cash  income  from  farm  marketlnrs  amon-b-c  to  4,082 
million  dollar",  compared  with  3,723  million  dollars  during  the  first  7  months 
of  1939.    The  greatest  incroas'-s  in  farm  income  so  far  in  1940  have  been  from  ( 
grains,  cattle  and  calves,  and  dairy  products. 
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The  soasonally  adjusted  index  of  income  from  farm  marketings  increased 
from  70,0  percent  of  the  1924-29  average  in  June  to  70.5  percent  in  July,  In 
July  last  year  the  index  of  income  from,  farm  marketings  was  63.0  percent  of  the 
1924-29  average,  the  low  point  for  the  year.    Although  the  movement  of  vrheat  in 
July  was  less  than  that  of  a  year  ago,  the  increase  from  June  to  July  was  much 
greater  than  usual,  and  helped  to  offset  the  greater-than-usual  seasonal  de- 
cline in  incom.e  from^  most  other  grains.     Income  from  fruits  declined  much  more 
than  usual  from  June  to  July  because  of  the  later  movement  of  the  fruit  crop 
this  year.     Income  from  all  classes  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  in- 
creased more  than  seasonally,  with  income  from  meat  animals  showing  the  great- 
est increase  after  seasonal  adjustment. 

During  the  last  5  months  of  1939  cash  farm  income  increased  much  more 
than  usual,  "because  of  the  sharp  advance  in  prices  follovdng  the  outbreak  of 
war  in  Europe,    The  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  income  from  farm  marketings 
increased  from  66.5  percent  of  the  1924-29  average  in  August  to  79,0  in 
December,    Present  prospective  supply  and  demand  conditions  indicate  that  the 
trend  of  farm  income  during  the  last  5  months  of  1940  will  follow  much  more 
nearly  the  usual  pattern  of  income  from  farm  marketings,  but  some  increase  is 
expected  in  the  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  farm,  income.    Farm  income  in 
August  YJ-ill  probably  continue  to  be  somevfhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  but 
during  the  last  4  months  of  the  year  the  income  from  farm  marketings  may  not 
be  greatly  different  from  that  of  the  same  period  of  1939.    Government  payments 
to  farmers  during  the  remainder  of  1940  are  expected  to  follow  about  the  same 
pattern  as  in  1939,  but  may  be  slightly  smaller  in  the  last  half  of  the  year 
than  they  were  a  yeo.r  earlier.

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Cash  income  from  farm  ?r:ra-ke tings  lov/er  in  June 
than  in  l®y  in  four  geographTc  regions 

The  decline  in  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  from  }!la.Y  to  June,  in 
contrast  mth  the  usual  seasonal  increase,  Vvras  reflected  primarily  in  four  of 
the  six  major  geographic  divisions.     In  the  east  north  central  and  west  north 
central  divisions  the  decline  in  prices  of  :^,rains  and  ir^at  animals  in  June  -vms 
accompanied  by  some  reductions  in  mar]:etin(^r3 ,  and  incomo  in  both  of  these  areas 
declined  instead  of  malcing  the  usual  seasonal  increase.     In  the  South  Atlantic 
region  the  decline  in  income  from  May  to  June  resulted  primarily  from  the  lovrer 
income  from,  truck  crops,  which  was  unusually  high  in  I%y.    In  the  south  central 
region  sm.aller  marketings  of  meat  anim.als  and  much  smaller  than  usual  sales  of 
grains  in  June,  due  to  the  lateness  of  harvest,  resulted  in  a  slight  decline 
in  incom-e,  whereas  in  most  recent  years  there  has  been  little  change  in  income 
from  May  to  June.    Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  and 
western  divisions  made  about  the  usual  seasonal  change  from  Ulo-j  to  June. 

Cash  farm  inco_me_  in  the  first  half  of  1940  higher 
than  _a  year  earrier~in  all  hv.t  7~States 

During  the  first  half  of  1940  cash  farm  income  including  Government  pay- 
ments was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  except  Nev;-  Jersey,  Virginia, 
Florida,  Temiessee,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Oklahoma.    The  decline  of  17  per- 
cent in  cash  farm  income  in  Florida  was  largely  the  result  of  the  disastrous 
freeze  of  last  January  and  the  lateness  of  the  spring.     In  Oklahoma  and 
Mississippi  the  decrease  amounted  to  5  percent,  and  in  all  other  States  it  was 
2  percent  or  less. 

The  greatest  increases  in  farm  income  during  the  first  half  of  1940  oc- 
curred in  the  hard  spring  wheat  States  and  in  Connecticut  and  I^Iew  Mexico.  The 
larger  sales  of  spring  v/heat  and  the  income  obtained  through  the  redemption  of 
wheat  loans,  together  with  increased  marketings  of  other  crops,  resulted  in  a 
marked  increase  in  income  in  1-Iorth  Dakota,  Montana,  South  Dakota,  and  Ifinnesota, 
In  Connecticut  the  increase  in  incom.e  from  tobacco  during  the  first  half  of 
1940  to  nearly  three  times  that  of  a  year  earlier  was  an  important  factor  in 
the  marked  increase  in  income  in  that  State.    The  increase  of  income  in  Few 
Ifexico  was  due  to  larger  Government  payments  and  increased  income  from  crops, 
particularly  grains  and  cotton, 

North  Atlantic  States 

Cash  farm  income  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  in  June  continued  above  a 
year  earlier,  mth  increases  in  returns  from  both  crops  and  livestock  products. 
In  June  marked  increases  in  income  from  both  fruits  and  vegetables  resulted  in 
an  increase  in  total  income  from  crops  of  21  percent  over  June  last  year.  In- 
creased incoffie  from  dairy  products  was  partially  offset  by  some  reduction  in 
the  returns  from  meat  animals.    Total  income  from  livestock  in  June  Y/as  about 
5  percent  above  that  of  June  1939, 

For  the  first  half  of  1940  income  from  crops  was  20  percent  higher  and 
income  from  livestock  5  percent  higher,  with  the  total  income  for  the  region 
up  9  percent  from,  a  year  earlier. 


East  ITorth  Central  States 

In  this  region,  cash  farri  incorie  in  June  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier 
in  all  States  except  Illinois,  Tiihere  returns  from  both  crops  and  livestock  were 
slightly  lower  than  a  year  earlier.    The  greatest  increases  in  income  vrere  in 
Indiana  and  Michigan,  v/here  income  from  grains  and  fruits  and  vegetables  was 
somewhat  higher  than  in  June  last  year.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  was  about  the  sain.e  as  a  year  earlier  in  sdl  States  except  Wisconsin, 
Inhere  the  returns  from  dairy  products  were  much  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

During  the  first  half  of  1S4C  income  from  farm  marketirigs  in  this  region 
was  11  percent  higher  than  in  1939,  and  income  including  Government  payments 
was  9  percent  higher.    The  raajor  part  of  the  increase  in  incor-^  was  due  to  the 
increased  returns  from  corn  and  wheat. 

West  North  Central  States 

Income  from  crops  in  all  States  except  Missouri  and  I':Orth  Dakota  v/as 
substantially  lower  in  June  this  year  than  a  year  earlier,  mth  the  greatest 
decline  occurring  in  Kansas,  where  Ymeat  m.arketings  were  sharply  reduced  be- 
cause of  the  lateness  of  the  season.    Income  from  livestock  in  Kansas  was  also 
lovrer  than  in  June  last  year,  and  total  income  in  the  State  v/as  down  27  percent. 
In  all  other  States  of  the  region  income  was  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 

During  the  first  6  m.onths  of  1940  income  in  all  States  of  this  region 
ivas  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  increases  ranging  from  4  percent  in  Kansas  to 
39  percent  in  Jlorth  Dakota.     Income  from  crops  in  Montana,  South  Dalcota,  and 
Mnnesota  vvas  substantially  higher  than  a  jesx  earlier,  but  in  Nebraska  it  was 
14  percent  lower.     Income  from  livestock  was  higher  in  all  Stetes  except 
Kansas,  where  the  marketings  of  meat  animals  during  the  first  half  of  1940  were 
someT'fliat  smaller  than  a  year  earlier. 

South  Atlantic  States 

Income  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  in  June  varied  widely  when  compared 
vrith  the  corresponding  month  last  year.     In  Florida  income  was  42  pei'cent  less 
than  a  year  earlier,  v/hereas  in  North  and  South  Carolina  and  Delaware  income 
was  sharply  higher.    The  sharp  decline  in  income  in  Florida  resulted  largely 
from  an  unusually  small  volume  of  sales  of  citrus  fruits  in  June,  v/hereas  sales 
in  June  last  year  were  above  average  for  the  month.     In  North  and  South 
Carolina  income  was  increased  substantially  by  larger  sales  of  potatoes  and 
truck  crops.     In  Delaware  the  relatively  large  strawberry  crop  accounted  for  a 
large  part  of  the  increase  in  incom-e.    The  increased  income  fro  ;  strawberries 
was  also  an  important  factor  in  the  18-percent  increase  in  income  in  Maryland. 
In  other  States  income  in  June  vsras  only  slightly  different  from  that  in  June  of 
last  year. 

During  the  first  6  months  of  1940  the  total  income  in  this  region  was  2 
percent  less  than  a  year  earlier,  with  income  in  Florida  doivn  17  percent,  and 
in  Virginia  dow  1  percent.     In  all  other  States  of  the  region  income  was  larger' 
than  a  year  earlier,  the  increases  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Georgia  to  8  per- 
cent in  Maryland  and  North  Carolina,

South  Central  States 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  south  central  region  in  June  was  1 
percent  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  largely  because  of  the  marked  declines  in 
incom.e  in  Tennessee  and  Oklahoma,  v-here  narked  decreases  in  income  from  crops 
Yxere  accompanied  by  a  moderate  decline  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products.    Because'  of  the  sharo  decline  in  Government  payments  in  this  area  in 
June,  total  income  in  all  States  except  Louisiana  was  somewhat  less  than  a  year 
earlier,  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole  was  down  19  percent.     Income  from  crops 
in  Louisiana  was  considerably  higher  than  a  year  earlier  because  of  the  later 
movement  of  the  strav^berry  and  early  vegetable  crops  this  year. 

For  the  first  half  of  1940  incom.e  from  farm  marketings  was  4  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  income  including  Government  pa\TTients  v/as  up  1  ; 
percent.    Because  of  the  smaller  income  from  farm  m.arketings,  income  in 
Mississippi  and  Oklahoma  totaled  5  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier,  whereas  . 
lower  Governm.ent  pajnnents  in  Tennessee  and  Alabajna  resulted  in  declines  of  1  - 
and  2  percent,  respectively,  in  those  States. 


Western  States 


Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  June  was  larger  than  a  year  earlier 
in  all  States  except  New  Mexico  and  Utah,  but,  because  of  the  lower  Govern-ment 
payments  in  June,  total  incom.e  in  7  of  the  11  States  Viras  less  than  in  June  last 
year,  the  declines  ranging  from  less  than  1  percent  in  Colorado  to  29  percent  i 
in  Montana,     Income  in  Arizona  7\ras  12  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  large- 
ly because  of  the  increased  returns  from  citrus  fruits  and  truck  crops.  In 
California  income  from  crops  continued  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  but 
a  reduction  of  6  percent  in  income  from  livestock  and  smaller  Government  pay- 
ments resulted  in  a  total  income  in  the  State  7  percent  higher  than  in  June 
last  year. 

In  the  first  half  of  1940  income  in  all  States  of  this  region  totaled 
more  than  a  year  earlier,  the  increases  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Nevada  and 
Vfeshington  to  27  percent  in  Montana.     Increased  sales  of  crops  in  Montana, 
■yijyoming.  New  Mexico,  and  California  wore  an  important  factor  in  the  increased 
income  in  those  States,  ivhereas  income  from  livestock  was  considerably  higher 
thax).  a  year  earlier  in  Wyoming,  Idaho,  an.d  Oregon.    Government  payments  were 
somewhat  larger  in  Montana,  New  Mexico,  ojid  California,  but  were  smaller  than^ 
in  the  first  half  of  1939  in  Arizona  and  Washington. 

CASH  Fmil  INCOI'iE  FOR  1940  ESTIMA.TED 
AT  $8,900,000,000 

Present  prospects  arc  for  a  total  cash  farm  income,  including  Governme| 
paymi^nts,  of  about  $8,900,000,000  in  1940.    This  is  about  $360,000,000,  or  5 
percent,  higher  than  in  1939,  and  rail  bo  the  second  highest  for  any  year  sin\ 
1930.     In  1937  cash  farm  income  including  Government  payments  totaled 
$9,111,000,000,  ^  ^  J 

This  tentative  estimate  of  cash  farm  income  for  1940  includes  income 
from  farm  marketings  and  coi-nmoditics  placed  under  loan,  and  from  Government 
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payments.     It  is  based  upon  incone'  received  in  the  fii'st  7  months  of  1940  and 
prospective  marketings  and  prices  during  the  last  5  months  of  the  year.  In 
estimating  the  trend  of  prices  for  the  remainder  of  1940,  cor.tinuation  of  the 
TAfar  in  Europe  was  assumed  and  allov^ance  was  made  for  some  further  improvement 
in  consumer  demand  for' farm  products.    The  er^timatns  of  prospective  marketings 
were  based  u.pon  the  August  1  forecast  of  production  for  crops,  the  nuiriber  of 
livestock  on  fta*m.s  likely  to  bo  riiarkctod  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  and 
the  probable  volumio  of  dairy  and  poultry  production. 

'■    The  total  valu.o  of  products  retolnod  for  hone  consumption  in  1940  proba- 
bly TAdil  'be  slightly  hi,;;,'ior  than  in  1939,  when  it  cjnountod  to  $1,229,000,000. 
It  is  probable  that  the  lev;  price  of  hogs  has  boon  more  than  offset  by  the 
higher  prices  of  da^  ry  products  and  , fruits  and  vcgotablcs.    Gross  farm  incom.c 
including  Government  payments  in '1940  is  expected  to  total  about 
1^10,150,000,000,  corpared  with  $9,769,000,000  in  1939.    The  estimates  of  gross 
and  cash  fcjrn  incomes  including  Government  payments  for  1936  through  1940  vxo 
as  follows  :.

Goverrjnent  pajnicnts  in  1940  r^ay  be  slightly  sm.allor  than  in  1939,  vfhcn 
they  roach.ed  a  record  total  of  ^! 807, 000, 000.    The  high  level  of  Government  pay- 
ments in  1939  ims  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  pa3.rments  vrare  made  at  an  earlier 
date  in  1939  than  in  previous  years,  and  hence  included  pai't  of  the  payments 
that,  at  the  present  schedule  of  payments,  would  have  been  made  in  1938,  Pay- 
ments on  the  1940  program  are  expected  to  rem.ain  at  about  the  same  re.tc  as  pay- 
ments on  the  1939  program.,  and  may  be  as  much  as  |50,000,000  less  than  in  1939. 

During  the  first  7  months  of  1940  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
totaled  |359,000,000  more  than  in  1939,  and  Government  payments  have  been  about 
the  same  as  in  1959,     It  now  seems  probable  that  cash  income  from,  farm  m.arkot- 
ings  in  August  v;ill  total  higher  than  in  1939,  but  income  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year  nay  not  bo  greatly  different  from  a  year  earlier,  because  of  the 
marked  rise  in  prices  last  year  followin^g  the  outbreak  of  the  i-var  in  Europe. 

1940  incom.e  from         stock  1  ike ly  to  increase 
more  than  iiicome_  froni  crops 

In  view  of  the  improvement  in  farm,  income  djoring  the  first  7  months  of 
the  year  and  probable  marketings  during  the  last  5  months,  it  seems  likely  that 
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more  iinproveiiient  will  be  shovm  in  the  income  from  livestock  thaji  in  the  income 
from  crops.    Income  from  dairy  products  during  the  first  7  months  of  the  year 
totaled  12  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier,  and  is  expected  to  run  higher  than 
last  year  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.    So  far  in  1940  increases  in  in- 
com-e  from  sales  of  cattle  and  calves  and  sheep  and  lambs  have  been  an  important 
factor  in  the  5  percent  increase  in  the  income  from  meat  animals.     During  the 
last  part  of  1940  it  is  probable  that  the  improvement  in  income  from  cattle  and 
calves  and  sheep  and  Isinbs  mil  continue,  and  that  the  income  from  hogs  vfill 
also  be  slightly  higher  than  a  year  earlier.     Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  has 
been  about  the  same  as  in  the  first  7  months  of  1959,  and  income  for  the  year 
is  expected  to  be  not  greatly  different  from  that  of  1939.     Income  from  -wool 
and  mohair  is  up  sharply  from  a  year  ago,  as  both  prices  and  production  are 
higher  than  in  1939. 

Income  from  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  first  7  months  of  1940  has  re- 
flected the  improvem.ent  in  consum.er  incomes.    The  outlook  for  income  from 
vegetables  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  is  enhanced  by  the  prospective 
higher  level  of  consum.er  incomes  and  the  improved  prospects  for  production  of 
vegetables  for  processing.    The  prospective  improvement  in  income  from  fruits, 
due  to  the  higher  level  of  consumer  demand,  is  partially  offset  by  the  marked 
reduction  in  the  production  of  some  fruits  this  year  and  the  less  favorable 
export  prospects.  ^ 

Income  from  grains  during  1940  is  also  likely  to  be  slightly  higher  than 
1930,  largely  because  of  the  improvement  during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  prospects  of  income  from  tobacco  and  cotton  are  less  favor- 
able because  of  the  smaller  crop  aaid  unfavorable  export  outlook  for  these  prod- 
ucts. 


Prospective  changes  from  1939  by  regions 

Because  of  the  prospects  of  increased  income  from  dairy  products,  meat 
animals,  fruits,  vegetables,  and  grains,  income  in  the  ITorth  Atlantic  and  North  , 
Central  States  is  likely  to  total  somewhat  higher  in  1940  thaai  in  1939,     In  the  ■ 
South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  States  the  smaller  cotton  and  tobacco  crops 
and  the  marked  reduction  in  hog  production  may  result  in  income  slightly  lower 
in  1940  than  in  1939.
